PARIS, April 20.—Designed to meet 
the requirements of modern warfare, 
where the capital ship is fast becoming 
an anachronism, the French 10,000 ton 
light cruiser Colbert, the fourth of 
its class of five, took to the water at 
Brest this afternoon. 
The Colbert is 670 feet long and 
the beam is only 63 feet. It is expected 
to mak® 35:knots, although only 33 
knots has been specified, with a cruis- 
and 700 miles at full speed. ’ 

The ship carries 8 inch guns, eight 
3 Inch anti-aircraft guns, three scout 
seaplanes, two catapults for launch- 
ing the planes, and two cranes to lift 
them to the deck. It carries a for- 
midable string of six 21 inch torpedo 
tubes, with triple mountings above 
water. The guns have special wire 
less controls.
